—The Rev. W, IL Etratton has resigned the

‘They propose to drop
all jurisdiction out of the State, and divide the
Btate geographically into five synods.

—The Cumberlund Presbyteriuns are discnss-
Ing the wisdom of adopting the name of *“The
American Prestiyterian Chureh,” elaimlug to be
the only Presbyterian Church of purely Ameorican

origin.

~—The Rev. Willlam T. Richardson, of
Waynesboro', Augusin county, Va,, a grond
preacher and most excellent pastor, has neeepted
a call from the congregation of the Presbyterian
chureh in Warrenton, Va.

-The Rev. John A. Seott writes from Duf-
fields, Jefferson county, W, Va., under date of
December 15:—"We are ecxporiencing at this
time a gracious visitation from God. Some (-
leen or more are expressing hope of salvation,
and othiers are inquirlllnz the way of life,”

—Hev. J. G, White, a Cumberland Preshyte-
rlan minister of Jacksonville, Illinois, delivered
& lecture In Terre Haute, Indians, some time
ago, on the Catholie confessional. Ile was then
arrested and tried on the charge thot the lecture
waos ‘‘neither historieal, sclentifie, nor literary,
but vulgar and obscene.™

—The Rev, D, MeNeill Torner, D. D., of
Abbeville Court House, 3. C., has accepted his
election as Professor of Anclent Languages in
the Lutheran College at Walhalla, &, C., and re-
signed the pastoral charge of the Presbyterian
Church at Abbeville, and will preach to two
Presbyteriun  churches in the region of the

cul!efe.

—There is some hope of a resumption of the
negotiations for union between the committees
of the Presbyterian and the United Presbyterian
Churches, which Dr. Pressly refused to call
together again. Two members of the United
Presbyterian committee have signified thelr wil-
linguess to meet again, notwithstanding the non-
attendance at the last meeting of all but one of
the membors of the other commitiees.

~—Dr. Robert Breckinridge, who with the other
professors lately resigned his position In Dan-
ville (Ky.) Theological Beminary, under the
stress ofa committee of the Old School Presby-
terian General Assembly, proposes to withdraw
from that Church. It Is said that nine-tenths of
the Presbyteriaus of Kentucky are satisfied with
the action of the committes, and also with the
withdrawal of Dr. Breckinridge.

—The Presbyterian Board of Domestic Mis-
siong hns had a little guarrel with the Synod of
St. Paul. The syuod requested the board (o re-
call the commission of its district misslonary,
and reappoint the previons incumbent: or,
unwilling to do so, to appoeint robody. The
board hus just refused 1o recotnmission the old
Incumbent, butrecalls the lnst one, leaving them
with none, aund further shuts them out from
appealing for aid to do the work themselves by
requesting the friends of missions to discourage
all “outeide operations.”

—The established Presvyterian minlster in
Rathreen, o parish in North Scotland, happens
to peed a new parsonage, The great luudowners
are Episcopnlians, and flud that now the law
does not require them to bulld it.  Accordingly
the tax is laid on all the Inbabitonts, and is
crenting great excitement, especlully as In the
‘_.ll\l:l-“ll are severnl fishing villages which have
een greatly benefitted by recent revivals and
rell gluge winistrations, In which the established
clergy took no part. This Is helplng disesta-
blishment In Scotlnnd.

~—Presiiyterianism  hos quadrapled iteelf in
Philadelphia sinee the division of 1837, The 20
churches then had 5440 members, The 68
churches now bave 20,116, This Is In advance
of the increase of population, even lncluding
the additdons to the forelgn popula:’ o, The

rowih bhas been malnly In thie New Sechool
satich, which has for flve years andded two
churches and 1800 sittings each year. On the
other hand, New York city has no more Presby-
terlan orgonlzalions than 12 vears ago. Albany
bas produced but one in 890 years. Clneinnati
bas lost 8 churches and gained 3063 members in
12 yewrs, The differcnce Is partly due to the
fact (hat Philadelphia includes” the couutry
resldences of its people, while the other clties
have populous suburbs. Brooklyn, which has no
suburbs, has galoed 6 good churches within 20
years, b of them New School.

This s a church which, with
ita pastor, the Rev. Jacob Helfensteln, in revolt
from the Mercersburg Influence, was transferred
at least twelve years ugo.

—The Fastern (Gertunn) Reformed Synod has
been discussing the question of lay baptism. A
mother had baptized her child in Infancy when
eick, thore being no miolster at hand, When
the child grew up and was 1o be confirmed, the
mother would not allow rebaptism, claiming
hers to bo valid, A commitico consisting of Dr.
Nevin, Dr. Gerhart, sud Mr. Callender admitted
Ite validity, ne It had been poerformed In the
name of the Trinlty. The S8ynod was hurdly
ready to admitlt, and lefs the matter over. This
is & question more frequently referred to In the
Roman Catholic than in the Protestant Churches,
which do not attribute such a necessity aud
saving cfliciency to baptism,

CONGREGATIONAL,

—Four churches and six ministera have organ-
ized the Bouthern Congregational Assoclation of
California,

—The statisties of the Congrogatlonalisis of
California give them 9 men less and 00 women
more than Iast year among thelr communicants,
But 6 churches have over 100 mombers, and but
11 over 40,

—The opening of Congress has filled np every
avallable pew lu the Congregational church of
Washington, Rev. J. E. Raukin, D. D., pastor.
Thoy haye received 02 new members at thelr last
3 communions,

—In the Now Jorsey General Association thers
are twenty-five churches, of which sixteen are
in New Joersey, three in New York, four in
Pennsylvania, ons In Maryland, aund one In
Washington. The total mombership is 2375,
All the churchies but two have pastors, and all
but four have mecting-houses, and two of the
four have houses partinlly completed.

UNITARIAN,

~—Thero are in Boston three places of Unitarian
worship where all the seats are free.

~The enterprise of the Fourth Unitarian
Soclety of New York at Harlem threatens to
fall through for want of immediate nid, The
I'Hth Soclety Is successfully, if slowly, gathering
etreneth,

CATHOLIC.

—In Portland the priests allow the boys to go
to the public schools, but send the girle to Cathe-
lle gehools, The North School has 1857 scholars,
and but 603 are girls,

—There s no further news of importance from
the Councll at Rome. The chance of decreeing
papal intnlibility scems less: although it is sald
that the American bishops, so far from being
lberal, “follow blindly the papal lead.™

—HReov. James K. Stone, whose convorsion to

Romanism has been asserted and denled, was
formally received Into the Chureh of Rome De-
cembier . ITle was at onc tlme president of
Renyon College and o Low Church Eplsco-
walinn.
: —The Guetavus Adolplius Soclety of Germany,
which 'Is devoted to the spread of Evangelicul
views In Roman Catholic eonutries, received last
vear §200,000, o large increase; and bully 41
churclies, 35 echool-honses, and 26 pirsonnges.
